Priority

Drawings

5. Claims 8-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. It is not understood how the synchronization device is integrated into the 
invention. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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7. Claims 1-13, and 15, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Ancrenaz (5,067,358). 

Ancrenaz shows the claimed invention where four rotating unbalanced weights (51 , 61 , 
71, 81) are rotated to generate a vibratory motion, the diagonally opposed weights are 
rotating in the same direction (see bottom half of figure 4B). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claim 14 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but . 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
